^.allpox  ^d  Other  Infectious  Diseases*  - There  is  no  Infectious  Diseases 
hospital  in  the  district.  tEder  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  Section 
63  the  Council ^have  entered  into  a joint  agreement  between  the  Urban 
District  Councils  of  Formby  and  Litherland  on  the  one  part  and  the  Borough 
of  Bootle  on  the  other  part.  This  agreemarit  provides  for  the  reservation 
of  sixteen  beds  for  infectious  diseases  other  than  smallpox  at  the  Isolatic 
Hospital,  Linacre  Lane,  Bootle.  In  the  case  of  smallpox  the  agreement 
provides  for ^ the  reservation  of  one  bed  for  each  ten  thousand  of  the 
population  with  a minimum  of  five  beds  at  the  Liverpool  Corportion  Smallpoi 
Hospital,  Sparrow  Hall,  Fazackorley.  In  both  cases  additional  bods  are  to 
be  provided  subject  to  the  necessary  accommodation  being  available,,

all  NotifiaHo  Diseases  other  than  smallpox  and  for  smallpox,  are  as  follows 

^Ge  (Smallpox)  £2  per  thousand  of  the  population  with  a minimum 
of_£10.  Fee^paid  for  the  year  1942,  £16.0.0. 

Hospital  (^allpox)  £4.4,0.  per  week  plus  cost  of  conveyance 
at  ohe  rate  of  2/6d  per  mile  calculated  according  to  the  distance 
travelled  after  the  ambulance  leaves  the  Liverpool  Corporation  Depot  until 
its  return  thereto. 

Retaining  Fee  (^Othor  Infectious  Diseases)  £90  per  annum  based  upon  the 

capital  cost  of  Bootle  Hospital  less  the  capital  cost  of  the  Tuberculosis 
section.

Later  arrangements  were 
made  by  the  Bootle  Corpora.tion  vyith  whom  the  Council  wore  under  contract 
for  cases  to  be  received  into  the  Liverpool  Hospitals.  Maintenance  charges
